Faculty Senate 
seeks control of 
| grade appeals

The Faculty Senate Executive Committee ap- 
proved a motion to recommend to the Academic 
Policy Committee that Associated Students Inc. 
no longer choose the student representatives in- 
volved in the grade appeals committee process on 
Tuesday, Sept. 26. 

Citing slow responses from ASI, government 
professor Bill Dillon originally proposed an 
amendment that would have given ASI 15 business 
days to select a student member following the se- 
lection of faculty members of the panel. 

“ASI is not acting in a timely manner to produce 
students,’ Dillion said. “This makes it difficult to 
fill the student position.” 

The amendment 
claims that it “saves 
the student power of 
appointment but sets 
limit to their delete- 

-riousness by letting 
them have three 
more weeks to ap- 
point than it takes 
the department head 
to get the faculty 
members appoint- 
en 

According to the 
proposed amendment, if ASI has not produced the 
student members within the prescribed time frame, 
a faculty member would have to be chosen to com- 


Associated Students Inc. approved three measures it 
hopes will assist in finding alternatives to the closing of 
the evening program at the Children’s Center. 

“T’m looking for alternatives and I’m willing to lis- 
ten” said ASI President Jason Bryant 

David Phinney, a member of the Graduate Social 
Workers Association, who two weeks ago reprimand- 
ed the board for approving the closure of the evening pro- 
gram, this week offered praise and support of ASI’s ef- 
forts to find solutions.

Currently, presidents are not re- 
quired to discuss issues with students. 
However, President Gerth has tradi- 
tionally involved students in the deci- 
sion-making process at Sacramento 
State. Students, typically appointed by 
ASI or elected by the student body, sit 
on decision-making boards such as the 
University Union Board, the Trans- 


portation Advisory Com- 
mittee and the Grade Ap- 
peals Board. 

"The voice of students is 
exceedingly important to 
the well-being of a healthy 
university,’ Gerth said in a 
memo to his Administra- 
tive Council regarding col- 
legiality.

Sewage problem closes restrooms in 
University Union and Brighton hall

In an apparent repeat of the campus crisis that occurred 
Sept.13, the restrooms in some buildings on campus were 
closed off from use for at least three hours Thursday, Sept. 
28. 

Ed Del Biaggio, vice president of Administration, ad- 
dressed the issue at the Faculty Senate meeting that aftemoon. 

“We first noticed the problem at 11:30 a.m.,” he said. 
“The city then turned off its pumps.” 

The pumps that caused the sewage backup on Thursday 
were the same city pumps that had malfunctioned two 
weeks earlier. The university plans to discuss matters with 
the city to alleviate the problem in the future. 

“We will be meeting with the city to discuss this to 
make sure it doesn’t happen again,’ Del Biaggio said. 

The sewage problem was mainly limited to the Univer- 
sity Union and Brighton Hall. 

Ann Reed, assistant vice president for Public Affairs, said 
Brighton Hall was closed but could not confirm that class- 
es there were actually cancelled. 

“Tt seemed to be affecting the south end of campus heav- 
ily,’ Reed said. 

According to Reed, no reports were made from Tahoe 
and Amador Halls, wnich are also located at the south end 
of campus. 

Karina Hernandez, a receptionist at the Children’s Cen- 
ter, confirmed that parents were called to pick up their chil- 
dren because of the situation. 

“We have a sewage problem,” Hernandez said. ““We are 
not using the water.” 

The residence halls on campus were also affected. Res- 
idents were only allowed to use the restrooms on the first 
floor but were not allowed to flush. Also, the sinks and 
laundry rooms could not be used. 

“This was only a precaution,” said Nancy Limon, a re- 
ceptionist for the residence halls. 

By 3:30 p.m., bathrooms in the University Union were 
re-opened, however, Facilities Management crews remained

Reed said the Facilities Management workers — dressed 
in coveralls, rubber boots and wearing gloves —would remain 
to ensure the site was properly sanitized, in the event any 
sewage actually spilled. 

The spill in front of the Union was cleaned up by early 
evening, and the campus sewage system was functioning 
normally.

Faculty notes 
Mixing religion and union 
_politics in Senate meetings

When you mix religion, the California Faculty Association and the 
- CSUS Faculty Senate into the same meeting, the results are damned 
from the beginning. 

And last Thursday, a resolution to slap the hand of CFA over its han- 
dling of exemptions from SB645 (which requires non-CFA mem- 
bers to pay a portion of CFA union dues, even though they are not mem- 
bers) met with understandable skepticism. It will be voted on at the next 
regular senate meeting. 

SB645 contains a provision that allows people not to pay the 
agency fee, if they in fact have a conscientious objection to doing so. 
(The fees are still levied and by law must be donated to a non-religious- 
based charity.) The CFA denied all such claims for exemption last year 
(about 100, statewide, according to a faculty member at the meeting) 
which infuriated those conscientiously objecting. The whole discus- 
sion brought back not-so-fond memories of the 
Vietnam era when it was amazing to see how many 
people's consciences wouldn't ‘allow themselves 
to be inducted into the army — usually right after 
their student deferment ran out and they were no- 
tified that they were 1-A draft material. Canada 
picked up a number of new citizens at that time, too. 

Maybe the CFA does need to be a little more 
understanding, but could someone explain how 
giving money to a non-partisan organization that 
fights for faculty rights, an accountable administration and academic 
integrity could violate someone's religious beliefs? 

.- Accountable is not usually used in the same sentence as the 
CSUS Foundation, but Greg Wheeler, chair of the Foundation Board 
of Directors promised full disclosure of Foundation operating costs and 
profit margins when he spoke at the same senate meeting in a pitch to 
convince Senators the Foundation exists to serve the University. 

Faculty Senator Larry Takeuchi, from Management, was told he will 
be allowed to review any documents he wants to find out why textbooks 
cost what they do, how much profit is in that $1 .50 cup of coffee, and 
why a cup with ice costs 15 cents. 

Wheeler also unveiled a Foundation plan to build five buildings in 
the south campus area — including one soon for Regional and Con- 
tinuing Education, which ironically is feeling very threatened by plans 
for Year Round Operation. For RCE, the good news is when it comes 
to preserving the bureaucracy, the state is at its best. The same state em- 
ployees who protected us from the droughts of the 1970s became 
our flood gurus in the1980s\and 1990s. Maybe RCE will simply 
switch the building sign to YRO one day next year and see if anybody 
notices. 

.. YRO is getting lots of notice around campus, though it appears 
the class schedule most likely to pop out for summer 2001 may require 
students to purchase a GPS to navigate through the various configu- 
_ Yations under consideration. The lack of overall coordination will 
probably prevent students being able to mix and match courses from 
different colleges. Getting a coherent full-time summer semester 
_ Schedule seems as remote as a landslide Nader victory in November.

A $10 per month increase in parking fees? Maybe

Last week the University’s Transportation Adviso- 
ry Committee talked openly about the need to raise 
parking fees — by as much as $10 per month — so the 
University will have the money necessary to deal with 
the burgeoning parking problem on campus. Projects al- 
ready in the pipeline (and funded) are not expected to 
be adequate as the University con- 
tinues to decrease the overall re- 
quired number of parking spaces 
with new buildings and structures — 
and while enrollment climbs. 

A fee increase may be warranted, 
but only if the University can prove 
(and promises!) that the money will 
go directly into improved parking, 
and not into increased (or addition- 
al) salaries for highly paid administrators or for reno- 
vation of administrative offices (such as the extravagant, 
suite of offices-in-red the School of the Arts in Men- 
docino Hall). 

But while the University ponders what it could do 





with a $10 per month fee hike (roughly $2 million dol- 
lars per year), it should also move ahead more quickly 
on plans for making alternative transportation better. 

Sac State is probably one of the most bicycle-un- 
friendly campuses in the CSU system. Implementa- 
tion of a proposed master plan for bicycles could ease 
parking woes immeasurably. 

Increasing the number of shuttles — and expanding 
their range around the campus — could also help. The 
current shuttle system (when the shuttles are on time) 
provides a needed service. But the shuttles need to run 
more often, on more routes and run aes hours to be 
effective. 

.- [he Faculty Senate Executive Committee made 
the neat decision in approving a recommendation to the 
Academic Policy Committee that ASI no longer choose 
the students involved in the grade dispute process. The 
committee assured ASI President Jason Bryant and 
CSSA Chair Shaun Lumachi that ASI was not losing any 
power, only a responsibility that they cannot handle. 

Some students are waiting over a semester to have 
grade appeals heard. In between whining about losing 
"power" and "student participation" in the process, ASI 


failed to realize that they were not fighting for students 
but only their own interests. It seems to me that they 
need to reread their bylaws that state that one of their pur- 
poses is to advance the welfare of CSUS students. 

A streamlining of the grade appeals process is bad- 
ly needed. Government Professor Bill Dillon’s rec- 
ommoendation that the department chair handle the pan- 
el appointment process is a good solution that faculty 
senate should approve. With this solution, grade appeals 
would occur in a timely fashion and student represen- 
tation would not be affected. 

.. | personally would like to thank Facilities Man- 
agement for all the assistance during the second sewer 
crisis.

day while I was on campus. 

I didn’t know exactly where 

I wanted to go. I knew, how- 

ver, that I wanted to go to a 

place where I was not bombarded with 
cell phones ringing every other minute 
or where every comer I tur there were 
not people discussing their problems. 

I wanted to go toa place where I 
could catch up on some reading with- 
out being disturbed. So I decided to try 
the Music Listening Station out, which 
is located on the second floor in the 
University Union. Here's a place you 
can go to do your homework, to sleep, 
or to just relax while listening to your 
favorite music and all that's needed is 
a valid OneCard. 

When I entered my booth, I thought 
to myself that this was the best place to 
go to get away from the overwhelming 
amount of people here on campus. As 
I flopped down on a beanbag chair, I 
pulled out my Criminal Justice book 
and began reading while Jessica Simp- 
son’s CD began playing. Within the 
first five minutes of my stay there I 
knew that I had finally found the place 
that I’ve been searching for all along. 

From Shania to Eminem to Inter- 
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national to Classical, the Music Lis- 
tening Station offers a variety of music. 

There are six listening booths to 
choose from, and if all the booths are 
full then students are given the option 
to either be put on a waiting list or to 
just grab a set of headphones and listen 
to music that way. Students are wel- 
come to bring their own music as long 
as they sign a waiver stating that the 


university is not responsible for any- 


thing that may happen to their music. 

Norma Sanchez, Program Services 
Supervisor, says that the listening sta- 
tion is a great place to go when you 
want to study. 

“Where else can you go to listen to 
music for free on the university? It’s a 
cool place to listen to tunes,” she said. 

Another great feature to the Lis- 
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tening Station is that it does not only of- 
fer just music, students can go there 
to check out magazines, play various 
board games, such as Monopoly and 
chess, or even check out a deck of 
cards. 

‘People can check out a magazine, 
they don't necessarily have to listen to 
music," Sanchez said. 

Erin Clark, Music Listening Sta- 
tion employee says that a lot of people 
who enter the booths go straight to bed. 

“Tt’s a relaxing place to go,” she 
said. 

The Music Listening Station opened 
its doors in the late 1970s, and has been 
very popular ever since. Every se- 
mester the Listening Station purchas- 
es about 50 new CDs to add to their 
collection. Students are allowed to 
stay in the booths until the CD they’re 
listening to ends so other students on 
the waiting list can be given a chance. 

Joseph Shorter, a junior at Sacra- 
mento State, has been coming to the 
Listening Station since last fall. 

“I come here about 2 times a week 
for about an hour each day,” Shorter 
said. He added that he goes there to 
relax, and even at times takes a short 
nap. 

The Music Listening Station is open 
Monday-Thursday from 9 a.m. to 8 
p.m. and Friday from 9 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m. and closed on Saturday and Sun- 
day.

Inging two or three notes 
can be fairly simple; 
however, the art of pro- 
ducing more than one 
note simultaniously is a 
Skill that has been acquired, if not mas- 
tered, by Chirgilchin, a Tuvan singing 
group. 

On Sunday, Oct. 8, the award-win- 
ning group will be performing on cam- 
pus in the Music Recital Hall at 7 p.m. 

In 1998, Chirgilchin won first prize 
at the Throatsinging Festival in Tuva. 
Igor Koshkendai, solo singer of the 
group, received the grand prize in all 
five styles of throat singing. 

“T’ve heard of them. They’re pret- 
ty cool,” music student Brian Aguilar 
said. 

Khoomei, which is translated as 
singing with the throat, is regarded as 
the most striking aspect of music from 
Tuva. Researchers and western musi- 
cians often refer to the phenomenon 
as overtone, biphonic, or harmonic 
singing. A single singer amazingly pro- 
duces two and sometimes three notes 
at one time. 

“Tt’s very hard to do,” Glenn Dis- 
ney, events manager, said. “You don't 
get to see it everyday.” 

In Tuvan language, Chirgilchin 
means either mirage or miracle. One of 
the marvels that the group features is a 
female throat singer, which is still un- 
common in Tuva and unheard of in 
the United States. 

Tuva, a southern area of Siberia 
whose traditional territory extends from 
the Atlai Mountians to the Yenissei 
Springs in Sayan Basui, is rich with 
throat singers. A Throatsinging Festi- 








val is held in Kyzyl, the Capital of 
Tuva. ; 

Chirgilchin was founded by 
Alexander Bapa in February, 1996. 
Bapa is also the founder and producer 
of Tuvan throat singing group Huun 
Huur Tu. Chirgilchin features the finest 
musicians of the younger generation in 
Tuva. 

The performance at Sacramento 
State will be in Tuvan language, which 
will also get the audience acquainted 
with shamanism. The Tuvan religious 
culture is primarily shaman, but has 
also been strongly influenced by Ti- 
betan Buddhism. 

The group also makes the most of 
different types of instruments. Five of 
those instruments are the doshpuluur — 
a kind of lute with two strings, an igil 
—a violin with two strings, a limbi—a 
trapezoid harmonic sound-box, a dym- 
bra — a rattle drum used by the Tuvan 
Shamans in rituals, and a flute. 

In addition to the phenomenal throat 
singing and traditional instruments, 
Stephen Kent will be accompanying 
Chirgilchin with his didgeridoo. Kent 
has been hailed as one of the music 
world’s finest non-aboriginal didjeridoo 
players because of his meditative 
soundscapes and beat-oriented groove. 

Sponsored by the Music Depart- 
ment and World Music Club, the con- 
cert is sure to enlighten the audience 
with a taste of cultural awareness. 

“‘Tt’s a pretty rare performance. A lot 
of people I’ve talked to said that they're 
going to the concert,” Disney said. 

Tickets to see Chirgilchin’s perfor- 
mance are available on campus through

The expression “cover-up” — when 
used in conjunction with the federal 
government — is so common today it’s 
almost a cliché. But in The Plutonium 
Files, Pulitizer Prize winner Eileen 
Welsome reveals a breathtaking series 
of actions, designed to hide the facts 
about experiments on unsuspecting pa- 
tients, as well as provide a 
good history of the dawn- 
ing of the atomic age. 

Welsome’s well-doc- 
umerited book chronicles 
a 50-year time span and } 
looks at hundreds of for- 
merly classified docu- 
ments to ferret out how 
the government deliber- 
ately injected citizens to | 
see how they would re- 
act to plutonium — a prod- 
uct of the wartime factories of the 
Manhattan Project. 

National security, of course, was 
cited for many years as the reason be- 
hind keeping the experiments a secret. 


- But by 1995, when President Clinton 


accepted a report by an advisory com- 
mittee, the door was opened to law- 
suits and public scrutiny. Activists who 
had expected a large public outcry 





about the experiments were disap- 
pointed. Clinton’s powerful public 
statements about the intentional poi- 
soning of citizens came just two hours 
before the jury in the O.J. Simpson 
jury returned its verdict, totally eclips- 
ing the ‘importance of the Advisory 
Committee’s report.

Sac State made the score 21-7 lat- 
er in the third quarter on a three-yard 
touchdown run by Roberts. The key 
play in the drive, and in the game, ac- 
cording to Volek, was a 25-yard end- 
around run by senior receiver Lamont 
Webb. 

Webb and Towne teamed with 
Roberts to lead the Hornets offensive- 
ly, as the trio combined for all five of 
the Hornet touchdowns. Webb, who 
moved into third place on Sac State’s 
all-time receiving list at 1,299 yards, 
caught three passes for 106 yards, while 
Towne turned his six receptions into 


107 yards. They were a big reason why 
Ray was able to throw for 251 yards, 
and complete 14 of his 24 passes. Ray 
was pleased to see his team succeed 
through the air. 

“Charles has been doing great and 
our passing game has not been what I 
wanted it to be,” Ray said. 

Just over one minute after Robert’s 
touchdown, Webb hauled in a 34-yard 
touchdown, giving Sac State a 28-7 
lead. 

The Hornets closed out the scoring 
when Roberts scampered in for his 
third touchdown, scoring from 45 yards 
out. But Roberts was just as excited 


about the fact that he got the through 
the game without a fumble. 

“My concentration was there,” 
Roberts said about holding onto the 
football. “I was made more conscious 
of knowing that I had to use both 
hands.” 

Roberts, who has rushed for 900 


_ yards this season, has six games to go 


to become the first college running 
back to gain 2,000 rushing yards in 
three consecutive seasons.

The Hornets hope to carry the mo- 
mentum from this win into Montana 
for next week, as they meet the Griz- 
zlies in Missoula on Saturday.
